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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/14/2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1,4-14, 17, 19-25, and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by ELLIS et al. ("ELLIS")(WO 01/19084 A1). 

As per claim 1 , ELLIS discloses a method of publishing media data, comprising: 
accessing a media interface of a media device (page 14, lines 1-6); 
capturing media data using a media capture component of said media device 
(page 14, lines 11-15); 
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storing said captured media data in a media file in storage of said media device 
(page 14, lines 22-27); 

modifying said captured media data (page 29, lines 18-32) 

publishing said media data to a network server (page 32, lines 9-26); 

wherein said capturing, modifying, and publishing are performed using an instant 
publish command of a media interface, which is accessed through a single operation of 
said media device (page 27 lines 19-25 and page 29, lines 18-32). 

As per claim 4, ELLIS further teaches said single operation is pushing one button 
on said mobile device (page 13, lines 23-29). 

As per claim 5, ELLIS further teaches said instant publish command is accessed 
through a remote operation of said media device (page 35, lines 21-28). 

As per claim 6, ELLIS further teaches said modifying includes editing said 
captured media data using one or more editing commands within said media interface 
(page 29, lines 18-32). 

As per claims 7 and 8, ELLIS further teaches said modifying includes adding 
metadata to said captured media data (page 29, lines 18-22). 
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As per claims 9 and 10, ELLIS further teaches said metadata includes user 
metadata defined by a user of said media device (page 34, lines 171-7) 

As per claims 11-13, ELLIS further teaches said metadata includes automatic 
metadata generated by said mobile device (page 35, lines 6-13 and 21-28). 

Claims 14, 17, 19-25 and 27 are rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
reasons given above for claims 1 and 4-13.
